Whether a man he a member of the town council, the 
state legislature or the senate of t o I ii it eel States, it be­ 
hooves him to keep the home tolks always in mind. 
It his 
ward wants a particular improvement or does not want it. the 
alderman should work to see their wishes observed. 
Ii the 
bulk of citizens in a county feel a certain way toward a> 
certain proposition, the representative of that county should 
work for them in the legislature, 
lf a state believes a cer­ 
tain thing is right or a certain thing is wrong, the senator 
irom that state should work for it or oppose it. 
In this way does a politician succeed, providing there 
is a certain admixture of consideration for the cit?, state 
or nation as a whole.

The really keen politician reminds himself frequently *h;G 
it isn’t a game he is playing, that he is in business, acting as 
an agent for the people who elected him, commissioned to 
get things done for the public benefit. Such politicians place 
high value on the opinion of the home folks, and seeks con­ 
stantly to satisfy them. 
This means general good government, for local benefits 
mean a benefit to the whole.

THE LESSON OF THRIFT. 
One does not have to hark back many months to recall 
the period when industrial workers were pointed out as the 
best customers of the stores that dealt in silk shirts 
and 
other articles of apparel that were once regarded .*s among 
the luxuries. 
There is no consolation to persons out of em­ 
ployment in telling them that they should have saved par! 
of their m o n e y when they were earning 
he highest wages 
in the history of American industry, yet that is exactly what 
should have been done. 
Thousands of persons permitted themselves to be de­ 
ceived by the industrial! activity which prevailed during and 
im m ediately after ihe world war. 
Hut the so-called ‘rainy 
day” arrived in spite of th e optimism, or perhaps indifference, 
of a large number of workers, and they find that they are 
poorly prepared to stand the effects of industrial depression, 
A few dollars saved when employment was a1 high tide 
would enable these persons to maintain themselves now in 
reasonable comfort. 
It is too late now to piovide against the* present financial 
emergency, but is there not reason to believe that other 
emergencies will arise in the future, just as t iley have in 
the past? 
The practice of thrift is commendable at all 
times. 
It becomes a principal with the successful man, and 
in the case of wage earners especially it provides a safe­ 
guard against the day when employment may not be so re­ 
munerative, or, as in the case of many thousands at present, 
it ceases entirely.
